States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yamada et al 
(US 5473450) 

Yamada discloses a liquid crystal display (LCD) device comprising (see at least Figures 
10A-10B): two substrates; a liquid crystal layer into which liquid crystal is inserted between 
opposing surfaces of the two substrates; a structure (e.g., 8) its entire gap thickness equal to a cell 
gap across the liquid crystal layer, the structure partitioning the liquid crystal layer and enclosing 
a part of the liquid crystals to form at least one domain in each display pixel. 

Yamada discloses the LCD device comprising the liquid crystal molecules having 
negative dielectric constant anisotropy (see at least col. 84, lines 31-32) and almost vertically 
aligned with respect to the substrate surface while no voltage is applied (see at least Figures 1 1 A, 
12 A).
